Gavigan, produce merchant, ot 
Prince Rupert, B. C., speaking tof 
a Bulletin reporter in the Board 
of Trade rooms yesterday after 
noon, 

‘‘Just last week I had a car- 
load of potatoes shipped from a 
district adjacent to Edmonton 
It had a grade A certificate on it 
When that car went to Vancou 
the inspector there gave it 
an inferior grading. Now that 
should not be, for the simple 
reason that this sort of thing will 
tend to kill the Alberta potato | 
market at the coast. 

“The potato trade with the coast 
is a great thing for Alberta; but if 
the farmers are going to be disap- 
pointed by receiving a high grade

HEN any group of young people want 
W anything and feel that they should 
have it, they generally find a way.

student body of the university of British Col 
umbia which is now staging its second “cam 
paign” in two year 

Last session the students of U. B. C. decided 
that it was high time the government of British 
Columbia delivered on its many promises to 
move the univers from the temporary and 
badly-overcrowded quarters in Vancouver to the 
permanent home in Point Gre They under- 
took to convince the government of the necessity 
and during the ummer recess circulated a pe- 
tition, which wa igned by more than 75,000 
electors, urging immediate act 

That was only a start of their campaign, 
however, and wher n opened in the fall 
they settled down t They organized 
speaking tours for student leaders who explained 
to the publi the ne ity of action.

All activities had their effect and be 
fore the end of the session the Liberal govern- 

nt brought down a bill calling for the com- 
pletion of the work which had been laid aside 
when the war attracted people's attention and 


energies in 1914. Plans have been rescued from 
musty files and the work is going on apace so 


that the university of B. C. will soon have a 
home second to none. 
This brought the student body to another 


problem. The government, lacking funds, could 
not promise athletic equipment or playing fields 
at the new site. Another campaign committee 
was organized and started to work. A sum of 
$50,000 was set as the objective necessary, for 
the building of the gymnasium and the laying 
athletic fields. A permanent stadium 
of major proportions will not be necessary for 
several years. 

The students have applied themselves 
equal zest to the new campaign, though 
have not yet made an appeal to the public.

used to every comfort in their New England 
home, these ambitious pioneere determined to 
build a more substantial dwelling-place. So 


great trees from the virgin forest were felled, a 
brick kiln (to be seen today) was built, nails 
were wrought by hand at the forge, and a site 
chosen for the Canadian home where all day and 
all night through the centuries the lake singe 
its song, where the sunlight plays on the dancing

Many months were spent in building this, the — 
first two-storey house in Ontario, which today 


stands in perfect order, admired by the passing 


motorist Its thick brick walls protected by 
wood painted white, its tall chimneys and_ its 
double balconies clad with the vines of the 
wild grape and bitter-sweet, and its gay flower- 
beds all add their charm to this dear old Can- 
adian hom When at lust in 1793 the house was 
completed, from far and near the United Empire 


Loyalists came over corduroy roads, or blazing 
a trail through the unbroken forest, to the hous 


warming lasting for three days, when wine flow 
ed freely and the great roasis were cooked bx 
fore the huge fireplace in the present kitchen, 
which took an eight-foot back log placed there 
by a team of oxen outside the window, having 
the chain, attached to the log near the door, 
liitehed to them, and being driven by one man 


while others guided the log across the floor to 


its place at the back of the fire In the chim- 
ney corner sat an old negro, crippled with rheu- 
matism, but too dear a friend of the family to 
leave in the Vermont home. 

A pathetic story is told of the devotion of 
Mr. Fairfield’s negroes to (he family they had 
willingly accompanied to the north. Mott, a ne- 
grees, who must have come to Canada with them 
when a child, walked all the way to Yoronto in 
the depth of winter to warn Hermon Fairfield, a 
grandson of William VPairfield, of a supposed 
plot to take the property from him. Poor Mott, 
old by this time, arrived with frost-bitten, bleed- 
ing feet where Mre. Fairfield and her son were 
living, but she cared little-she had served the 
family. 

To-day the oak beams form the ceiling of the 
great kitchen, above which were the negro quar- 
ters, now bedrooms and modern bathrooms. in 
the living reoms are deep fireplaces, reminiscent 
of the old days, and through the centre of the 
house runs a wide hall, its wainseot and floor 
of hardwood gleaming in the sunlight falling 
from a west window set al the turn of the wind 
ing staircase, with its banisters of black walnut 
and mahogany. In one of the bedrooms is a 


black walnut four-poster bed, with red damasic 
set into the head, and foot boards with bra 
nails, and a canopy top. Mises Fairfield tells us 
that somewhere about are the steps on whieh 
the weary one would mount to the top of th 
feather beds piled on the mattres 

The cellar has a« story all its own, for there, 
under the great oak beams, a Thibado, who was 


a friend of the loyal Fairfields, but with youth 


ful hot-headedness had become mixed up with the 
rebellion of °37, hidden while the troops, 
who were searching for the rebel with £500 on 
his head, dined royally in the room above. In 
the drawing room we were shown a curious foot- 


warmer of wood and sheet iron, with a little 
dish in which hot coals were put, beautifully 
made, and in a perfect state of preservation. 
This little comfort aecompanied Mr. and Mrs. 
Fairfield i they went to Albany, N.Y., in 
1817 to visit their parents, taking the long drive 
in their own sleigh. Quaint furniture is about 
the rooms. A walnut desk, reaching to the ceil- 
ing, was made, we are told, from a tree whieh 
trew in a square now in the heart of Oswego, 
N.Y. 

* But the garret is the real treasure-house 
where the story of pioneer life is told again, for 
here in the shadow of the great chimneys we 
find the cards used to card the wool by hand, 
spun on the big spinning wheel, the smaller 
wheel on which the flax grown on the ‘arm wus 
spun for the family use, the spindle they wound 
the yarn ready for a hand loom brouglit from 
Holland and forming a part of the dowry of a 
Mrs. Fairfield of Dutch ancestry. The loom is 
still intact, and among the treasures of the atic, 
Here, too, is one of the three first stoves used 
in Ontario, brought from Montreal in a sleigh 
in 1812 by one of the Fairfields. The largest 
had a jop oven that could roast a pig whole. A 
spinnet, its yellow keys giving out faint sweet 
tones that tell a tale of the bygone years, was 
brought from Hngland for the children of “The 
White House” to learn the gentle arts in their 
home in the Ganadian forest. Here are candle 
molds of several kinds, a home-made rat-trap— 
a large wooden affair—rush-bottomed chairs, a 
huge lantern of old-fashioned make, and many 
another link with the past. Mrs. Fairfield re- 
members baking bread in the brick oven built 
outside the house which held thirty-six loaves, 
and both she and her husband had stories to tell 
of the old days to the visitors as they drank tea 
on the vine-clad verandah. Old family memories 
were revived; the building of the York road on 
which the stage coach traveled to York; the sight 
of Lord Selkirk’s expedition as it left Kingston 
by boat for the adventurous journey to the north- 
west; tales of early hardships when the wolves 
howled in the swamp near by, and grain was 
carried many miles on a man’s back to be turned 
into flour

“The White House’ has seen many changes; 
it was a stage road house at one time and a 
centre of life in the district; it has watehed the 
wilderne converted into smiling farm lands, 
seen the Grand Trunk Railway built, and the 


roads made on which the motors of the descend 
ania of the men who blazed the first trail in the 
forest carry them with swiftness and ease. It 
is the oldest house of its size in Ontario which is 
still the home of the family by whom it was 
built,

Abraham Lincoln 
Was Not a Modernist 


But He Had No Patience With Creeds and 
Dogmas and Harshness of 
Theologians 


BRAHAM LINCOLN was not a modernist 
A in religion, nor was he a fundamentalist. 
He has been called a mystic, in the 
sense that he felt a direct communion between 
his soul and a personal god, and this god-con- 
sciousness was evident in the spoken expression 
of his thoughts. Regular menibership in some 
established church, however, did not appeal to 
him. President Lincoln once said: 

“When any church will inscribe over its altar 
as its sole qualification for membership the 
Saviour’s condensed statement of the substance 
of both lawand Gospel ‘Thou shalt fove the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart and with all thy soul 
and with all thy mind and thy neighbor as 
thyself,’ that church will I join with all my heart 
and with all my soul.” 

Henry C. Whitney, author of “Life 
Circuit, With Lincoln,” says of this: 

“Mr. Lincoln's early religious views conform- 
ed not to dogmas and creeds, but to the religion 
of humanity. Of Sabbaths, when his parents 
would be at church, he would hold a simple re- 
ligious service at home, and would enforce upon 
his, small auditory the duty of kindness toward 
all animate objects. As he grew to manhood 
his practical mind discarded all conventional 
matters appertaining to religion and boldly took 
issue with every artificial barrier, mediator or 


on the 


approach which lay betwee his Maker and 
man.” 
The God in whom Lincolr believed and 


with whom he communed was a very personal 
God. Mr. Whitney writes: 

“Although in apparent opposition to his jen- 
dencies to fatalism, he yet believed in the direct 
intervention of God in our national affairs, and 
he frequently used to ask Him in a direct manly 
way to grant this boon, avert that disaster or 
advise him what to do in a given contingency.” 

His skepticism appears .w have been an im- 
patience with, and dislike of, the subtleties of 
creeds and dogmas, and no doubt this was be- 
cause he had found in those who insisted on the 
importanee of these things a harshness of char- 
acter and lack of human sympathy which were 
the faults he most abborred. 

“Intelligence, patriotism, Christianity and a 
firm reliance on !lim who has never yet for- 
saken this favored land are stiil competent to 
adjust, in the be way, all our present diffi- 
culty,” and in the closing sentence of his first 
miessage to Congress, he writes: 

“Without guile and with pure purpose let us 
renew our trust in Géd and go forward without 
fear and with manly hearts.”
